¦haw, after reciting- the honor conferred
upon the Institute by the cadets at New
Market, provided for the appropriation
of a necessary sum for the purchase of
crosses of suitable material, to ba pre¬
sented to every member of the New
Market battalion, Each cross la to bear
tho name of the recipient, and a cross

Is also to be sent the family of each man
who fell In battle, or has died sine» he
took part In the ficht.
Colonel Cutshaw, speaking to the reso¬

lutions, said he felt It was peculiarly ap¬
propriate that he should offer them, In
that In 1883, while recovering from

. wounds received In battle, he was com¬
mandant of cadets, and he put them
through some months' of hard work on
the parade ground and In camp, whloh
flttea them well for the New Market
nrdeal.
General T. T, Munford, of fcynchburg,

an old eadst. though not In the New
Market battalion., made an eloquent
¦pewoh endorsing the resolutions..
There weM loud, calls for "Purcell,"

t.n,d. Colonel John B, Purcell, of Rich¬
mond, an Institute man, though not at
Kew Market, but one who wore the Con¬
federate gray when only fourteen years
of age, made a speech full of tender elo¬
quence In advocating the resolutions.
General a. C. Whurton, class of '4T,

and ft brigada commander at Naw Mar¬
ket, spoke a few words, urging the adop¬
tion of the resolutions, and saying that
If ho could make a speech he would speak

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Captain Henry A. Wise wan called
upon. Ho was an assistant professor In
'C4, and when Colonel Shlpp fell at New
Market, commanded the battalion. He
made a beautiful speech In thanking tho
association for what It proposed to do.

CAPTAIN JOHN S. WISE.
Then John S. Wise spoke. Ho received

tremendous applause as ho came for¬
ward, and his old comrades made him
go on tho platform. In his own Inlml-
--table way he recalled the story of Now
Market, nnd ho kept his hearers In a
roar of laughter recalling humorous In¬
cidents of the old day«. He closed with
a peroration whoso eloquenco and pathos
brought tears to many eyes.
"We are grandfathers on the ground

where we were boye," ho «aid, "wo aro
veterans In prednoUt where we thought
a man of thirty old."
A more eloquent tribute ha« seldom

been paid tho Institute than that paid
by Mr. Wise. There was no such ap¬
plause In tho entire day as that which
followed the conclusion of Mr. Wiso's
speech. As he came down tho aislo to
his seat he had to pauso many time« to
shnke the hands of his old comrades
who crowded around him, tho tears com¬

ing down tho checks of many of them.
Colonel B. W, Nicho!, treasurer of tho

New Market monument fund, made his
report, which showed that the monu¬
ment was paid for and that there was a
small balance on hand.

Captain 8. B. Walker, secretary and
treasurer of the Alumni Association, read
his annual report, showing a balance of
fifty-odd dollars on hand. Tho report
was adopted, and then Captain Walker
suggested that the alumni, exclusivo of
the New Market Battalion, present the
crosses, and also that the association be
photographed In a body.
The Chair announced the following

committee to arrange for the purchase
of the crosses: Joseph R. Anderson, W.

After some discussion It was agreed
that the cost of the crosses should be
met by voluntary contributions.

To¬
morrow Is commencement day proper.

He and many of the alumni of Richmond

DR. UPSHUR'S ADDRESS
Told In Thrilling Detail of the Boy Bat¬

talion's Fight.
(Special to The Tlmus-Dlspatch.)

LEXINGTON, VA., June Î3..Dr. J. N.
Upshur, of Richmond, who was him¬
self a member of the Boy3' Battalion and
took part In the New Market fight, made
a most eloquent address on the battle.
He depicted the heroism of the cadets
who fought and those who died for their
country, and urged those whom he ad¬
dressed to take an Inspiration from the
monument which they dedicated to their
memory. Dr. Upshur said:
Comrades and Friends..This Is a day

long to be remembered In the history ot
this school of soldiers. We have assem-
oléd to do homage to that battalion of
young soldiers who more than a gen¬
eration ago received their'baptism of fire
and won Immortal glory upon the mentor,
able field at New Market. The first
and only time In history, I believe, when
In solid phalanx, undaunted and -Invin¬
cible as a battalion testimony was borne
to the discipline and training ot any mili¬
tary school.
This school had many representatives

In the grand armies of the lost cause,
who. by their daring and efficiency, shed
lustre upon their alma mater, and "slain
In battle" is the epitaph that consecrates
no less than 125 names. When the strug¬
gle was over, and the warrior's banner
took Its flight to greet the warrior's soul,
and peace again assumed Its sway, we,
the actors hi that battle, separated to
take up the struggle In the battle of
life, with varying fortune of success and
failure, some to distinction In the several
professions and callings in life, and some
lesB conspicuous In fulfillng faithfully
the duty of dally round and common task.
And ot that band, one gifted In art, and
though a sojourner In a foreign land,
no lesâ a Virginian and loyal to his State,
animated by love for bis alma mater
and pride in the .achievements of that
glorious corps, on that memorable 15th
of May, has created In living bronza
"Virginia Mourning Her Dead,"vand out
of a loving and generous heart donated it
as a memorial ot those comrades who
fought, and those who died In defense of
right As one of that band I am here
to-day, honored beyond my deserving,
to tell to you the simple story of the
battle of New Market, to speak of the
march and bivouac, the heroism and self-
denial of my comrades In arms, and to
light anew the flame of patriotism and
devotion, as I recall the memories ot the
time which tried men's souls, and In¬
spired the youth, who while drinking at
the fount of knowledge, within, these
walls, yet were thrilled by the noble deedB
of their countrymen. In whose veins,
pulsing the blood of noble sires they dare¿
to demonstate that they were worthy
sons. On the altars of their hearts bright-,
ly burned the fires of patriotism, and
their slogan, "it Is noble to die for one s

country." Such was the spirit that ani¬
mated the corps In the spring of 1964.

AS ON DRESS PARADE.
"A sharp artillery duel had been In

progress for some time, when the line of
battle was ordered to advance. Passing
up the slope of the second hill, as we

reached the crést.the enemy had gotten
our range and the first casualties occur¬

red, four or five men being wounded by
the bursting of a shell, one of them
being Captain Hill, of C Company. The
line now pressed forward, the battalion
being as beautifully aligned as if ou

dress parade. The ground here was ap
open field, level or rising slightly to the
north. When halt way across this field
a sharp musketry fire opened on our left.
in addition to the artillery Are, and a

shrapnel shot exploding killed three mem¬
bers of D Company.Cabell, Jones and
Crockett. Just at this point thé wings
of the battalion became advanced be¬

yond the center, causing a curve In the
line. The cadets marked time, the line
was stralgntened and. dressing on the
center",- advanced in as perfept order as

If on dress parade. On the northern
border of this field and to our front stood
Bushong's house, beyond which was an

apple orchard. The enemy had slowly
fallen back arid taken up a third position
several hundred yards beyond this house.
On reaching the house the ranks divided.
A and B companies passing to the right

I of the house and C and D companies to
the left, A and D marking time until the
other half came up and the line was re¬
formed. The fire at this point was ter¬
rific both musketry and from the battery
to our left, double shotted with cannlster,
Passing beyond the house, the battalion
laid down for a short time on the north¬
ern border of tho orohard, when the or¬
der, 'Forward,' was given, and when
about half way between this point and
the guns, occurred the heaviest casual¬
ties of the day, the sufferers being the
cadete nnd the Sixty-second Virginia, un¬
der Colonel Smith, Immediately on the
cadet left. It was at this point that Col-

; olen Shlpp was wounded and Captain
Henry A. Wise took command. Up to

. this time the cadet» had not fired a shot.
AT this Juncture t'/ Federal cavalry was
seen about to charge the line, squadron

BRILLIANT DASH.

Wh&rton's men seemed to have
melted away under the terrifie Are, leav-
ing a gap In the line and producing some'
disorder, falling baclç they reformed b»-
hind the cadets. Captain Wise ordered
the cadet battalion to advance to nil this
f;ap, and a brilliant dash forward, gal-
antly seconded hy the Sixty-second Vir¬
ginia, and the battery was captured.
During the progress of the events just
related, Imboden had discovered General
Stahl with 3.(06 cavalry mnssed In
souadroft front close order. He asked
permission of General Breckenrldgo to
allow him to uncover his right flank for
a short time. In an effort to turn Slgal's
left, which ha thought he could accom.
plish. Receiving tho desired order, in
less than fifteen minutes he had gained
a position behind a low hill unobserved
by tho enemy; six guns were ordpred at a

gallop to the crest of the hill, unltmbered
and fired as fast as possible Into the
massed cavalrv. The effect was Imme¬
diate and terrific. The Federal guns, cap¬
tured by the-cadets a little later, turned
tbetr fire In that direction to silence Im-
boden's guns, an efiflladlng fire* from
which aided materially the cadets and
the Sixty-second In th« captura of the
Federal guns. " Meantime the Thlrly-

fourth Massachusetts, which was cont¬
used of seasoned veterans, and which
ad been Immediately to the loft of the

cadets, tailing back into a clump of ce¬
dars, was 'hotly engager! with Edgar's
battalion, when Captain Wise moved the
cadets on their flank, rmd they broke and
ran. Brcckenrldgo halted his lino to re¬
plenish ammunition before advancing on
Rude's hill, about two miles below Now
Market, where SIgel made a final stand,
and from which point ho was using his
guns. But ho did not await the Con¬
federate coming, but har-Mlv retreated
across the Bhenandoah. burlng the bridge
after him. end »he brittle- v**¡ won.

IMPRESSIVE SCENE-
In an address on Breokenrldcre. General

Echols said: Firth has r.evor* witness¬
ed a more Impressive ür-ens thnn pre¬
sented by those boys 113 th«v moved un¬
flinchingly forward under fire. The most
Interesting recollections of that day cen¬
tre around the part borne In the stnmr'e
by that battalion of boy?, who so prompt¬
ly responded to the' call made on thcrn
for service, and who by their noble bear¬
ing contributed so greatly to the victory
that was won. With n spirit of patriot¬
ism, bright and strong with youthful nr-
dor nothing could quench, with match¬
less courage, they sprang forward at
the call of their State and coun'rv In a
time of need, anxious to show that the
training they had receiver, and the ten¬
der care which had tern billowed "n them
had not been In vain, but that they were
willing and ready to repay all this with
their nlood and their lives, They hover
doubted, never faltered, but Insisted,
when their prudent general suggested th.it
that they should not bo exposed, thit
they should be allowed a place in the
forefront of battle, that they too might
participate In the glor'es of the victorywhich they wera assured would be won.
And with ambitious feet, secure and

proud,
Ascend the ladder, leaning on the cloud.

It has been beautifully said of them,
how could they have achieved In a lor g
life a tamo moro noble nnd mero puro,
than that which now glorifies their names.
Proud as the laurel or btiy around the
head of the worrlor or the poet, but
amnrlnthine, like that of God's martyrs,
Is the crown that liberty places upon the
brows, flushed with Immortal youth, of
these her boy defenders, who offered
their virgin lives upon her altars.

AN INSPIRATION.
To you, my young cadets, let

this monument ever be an In¬
spiration to noble deeds, many
of that battalion have had representatives
among you, and standing In your ranks
to-day aro the sons of some of us. To
have been trained within these wal's
»should be an Inspiration to your lite
work, Indlssolubly connected as they are
with the fame of Stonewall Jackson, and
with the example of devotion to duty,
heroism and courage of that war battal¬
ion, of which you are constantly remind¬
ed by this memorial, which to-day. we
have deotdated to virtue and valor. Be¬
sides, under the shadow of these eternal
hills sleeps Robert E. Lee, tho knightllest
chevalier of them all, the Christian hero
and model soldier and citizen. You can
have no higher human model. And now
my task.of love is done. "With fate for
oarsmen, my comrades, our dissimilar
lives have crossed some waves of time in
company," and then we parted. And
now for tho space of a generation we
have not clasped hands or seen each other
face to face until In tho performance
of a holy duty, many of us who are still
spared have met again under the roof
tree of our alma mater, no longer In the
vigor of youth, but most of us approach¬
ing the evening of: life. Perchance we
part here now, not to meet again while
.time shall last, but it Is my prayer for
one and all,- that when the final long
roll shall sound, we may all. respond on
.the farther side of the river, and with
the Great Commander rest under the
shade of the trees.

THE MONUMENT
A Beautiful Statue by Sir Moses

Ezeklel.
The New Market battle monument Is

entirely original throughout The statue
of Virginia mourning her dead, which
Is in the best standard bronze, was fur¬
nished by Moses Ezikol, who was a cadet
at the V. M. I.
Tho pedestal is made of Confederate

gray, Richmond granite, and Is the origi¬
nal design of J. Henry Brown, who fur¬
nished the plans and built tho monument
complete; the bottom base measures 8
feet by 7 feet 8 Inches square, and from
this projects a mound one foot high by
about 18 feet square; the pedestal reaches
a height of 12 feet i above tho mound.
The bronze statue adds 7 feet 0 more to
this height, making a total height of a
little over 20 feet. On the first die, where
pannel Is shown, there appears two bronze
panneîa, one on the front and one on the
back, and on the upper die there appears
4 large pannols of the best standard
bronze 3.5x3.2. with the names In raised
eothlc letters of the cadets who made
the desperate charge In tho battle of New
Market, May 16. 1861.
The pedestal, as well as the beautiful

statue, has been considered a very ex¬
ceptional fine work of art. The propor¬
tions are considered to be as near per¬
fect as could be well gotten up. The
bronze pannels show a frame work or
about 10 Inches of the natural rook face
granite, while all of the other parts of
tho pedestal Is fine cut granite, which
aoes to make up a most beautiful pic¬
ture. It stands Just In front of the Jack¬
son aren ana faces the parade ground.
